Thanks for the update Denny. 

While I understand the offsets issue I don't understand the concern about local pre-emption. Section 
902 has what I believe is the language you were looking for. I"ll be interested to see your comments on 
that and where it fell short. 

As to offsets, given the significant benefits the refineries attain from both the EITE status and the point 
of regulation at the rack, the offsets come at far too high a cost from our perspective. As you know the 
rack regulation point leaves significant emissions upstream untouched which is why the Clean Air Rule 
went the direction it did. 

In any case, happy to discuss further. Sorry that BP won't be in a supportive position at this point. That' 
disappointing.
